is meek and lowly, aud our Souls ſhall find 
reſt ; Andif meekneſs is the way to be 
at relt, why ſhould any Argument pre- 
vail with us to leave it, or what can we 
hope to get by our perverſeneſs, but the 
diſcompoſing of both our Bodies and 
Souls? St. James ſays, The tongue is ar 
weruly Member, and ſet on fire of Hell, 
which flame never appears ſo black, as 
when a woman takes the liberty to 
ſpeak, a gainſt her husband, all the pic- 
uy things which the Devil, or her 
eſentment, which is a kind” of Devil 
inſpires her with. We commonly fay, 
that a madman is poſſeſs'd, and every 
one, that is not in a rage himſelf, will 
allow paſſion to be a temporary mad- 
neſs, that makes men aCt as irrationally 
as Lunaticks, tho not as exculably as 
they ; becauſe they have not the fame 
miſerable reſiſtleſs diſtemper, to. plead 
for the involuntary wrongs they do. 
Now theſe their od Reprelenta- 
tives will perhaps 'tell you, that theirs 
alſo is a natural Infirmity, a. violent 
Diſtemper -which they ſtrive againſt, 
what force they offer to their Tnclinati- 
ons themieves know beſt, for very lit- 
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tle effefts of it are viſible to others ; 
however,theſe imperious men umagine, 
that pretence will \weeten the matter, 
and make us ſwallow the bitter draught, 
but what can juſtify women whom/3o0d 
has made of a mildertemper, if they 
ſhouldtake pains to change theirDiſpo- 
ſitions, only in hopes of a little better 
treatment for the preſent, {which they 
wn fail of too) and at the fame time ſet 
afide that patient abiding of the meek; 
which God has promis'd' with an Oath 
_ that ir ſhall not periſhfor ever? It muſt 

therefore neceſſarily be a difiruft of his 
promiſes to recompence our Patience, 
or preferring a- little Momentary fatis- 
tation before any reward hedeſigns ns; 
that (after ſuch incouragement) can 
carry us to wrath and peeviſhneſs, 
which tho it may gratify our paſhon to 
let it out, yet our reaſon wHll quickly 
wiſh it ina gain; if a husband is 'un- 
kind and aifcule it 15 a great afflicti- 
on, and the holy Scripture tells us, all 
_ things of that nature are grievous, but 
as contrary as they are to fleſh ard 
blood, we are ſenſible they ariſe not 
from the duſt, and that it is not for us 
B 4 Lo 
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to contend with our Maker. He that 
can with. a ward controul the Fury of 
the Winds and Seas, can, with as little 
trouble, avert any ſtorm that threatens 
us,- when he ſees us fit for the mercy of 
a Delverance ; and if we ſhoul at- 
tempt by any invention of our own'to 
ſhake off the Yoke, or think by ſtrug- 
gling to makethe Chain ſit loojer upon- 
us; we ſhould perceive ourſelves much 
in-the wrong, like birds taken in a net, 
who, by þeating their feathers off, in- 
creaſe their Miſery, and at the ſame 
time diſable themſelves from making 
their eſcape, thoſe amongſt vs that 
have been ſo obliging, neyer to deſerve 
an ill word from qur Perſecutors, mult 
acknowledge we every day . merit 
God's Chaſtiſements, and know that 
wicked and unreaſonable Men are a 
Sword of his, and this Sword does in- 
deed wound us the deeper, the more 
we love the hand which he jmploys to 
correct us ; but how ſharp ſoever it is 
we ſhould not repine, conlidering the 
firſt cauſe is to humble us, in order to 
draw us nearer to himſelf.

| bands ; but they ſeem fincerely to la- 

- ment the ſeparation, nor does theircar- 
Triage accuſe them to have done it light- 
ly, or upon the account of taking their 
pleaſures, which would ſoon be difco- 
vercd, for, in ſuch Circumſtances,many 
eyes are upon them, and they muſt live 

- more reſerved than the reſt of the 
world, or elſe they would quickly be 


lia- 
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liable to fuch a cenſure, as muſt yindi. 
cate their husbands for leaving them. 

_ And tho in all quarrels' betwixt a 
mas and his wife, if it come to a hot 
diſpate, there is faults in both Partics, 
yet the weaker veflel is ſo little conſi- 
dered for being weak, that they are 
blamed ſometimes much more than 
they deſerve ; which cenſure they can 
no Ways: prevent. ſo well as by « ſtrict 
obſeryance. of thizr duties, and indca- 
Voaring, 4 al thar Ations to have a 
Conſcience youd of offence, towards 
God and towards Meg. | Nothing up- 
on Farth can ” {aid to afford a real 

Eten, only as our Imagination 
makes it appear 10 at a diſtance, and 
this piÞ{pect of happineſs is dreſſed by 
fancy in {uch variaus ſhapes, that what 
would be a delight to one, would be 
a pennance to another ; and age or poſ- 
{cſhon does ſometimes give the ſame 
perſons ſuch different gulto's, that they 
grow fick of the very thing they lan- 
omihed for before ; this is 5 rel 
the reaſon why old people are ſo much 
tor denying young enes, the Innocent 
Diverſions they are grown weary of 
4; them- 
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themſelves ; tho perhaps at the ſame 
time they gratify their own foible in 
ſome. other kind, at leaſt as ridiculous, 
but if there were any intrinſick worth 
in whatever worldly thigg, we are im- 
portunately.Solicitous about, would any 
Parent be {o inhumane to abridge their 
Children of it, - more than they do of 
the common. mercies .God allows, of 
eating, drinking, and ſleeping, which 
every body acknowledges to be good; 
and ſo. they mult our other Injoyments 
too, had not experience evinced an 1m- 
perfection 3n them enough to baulk our

- It 3s this contrariety in wills that 
makes Matrimony fo ugeafy, for when 
each {ets up a {everalDiana to worlhup, 
their hearts cannot be full of affeftion 
to one another, and if both are bigot- 
ted to.their own ways, it too often ru- 
| 1nes not only. themſelves, but their in- 
nocent children, a {fad effect of their 
Diviſions which they are not aware 
of, and yet muſt dearly anſwer for 
hereafter. | - | 


But 
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But you, Madam, are not in danger 
of this error being of too complying a 
nature, to. bring your, ſelf and others 
into any inconveniehcy upon that ſcore, 
and I rejoice extreamly to hear how 
uynmoved you appear under fo great a 
Proyocation ; for 1 confeſs, I think a 
husband's keeping another before one's 
eyes, is the unkindeſt thing he can do, 
yeteven in that cafc, it is molt prudent 
to ſhew no frowardneſs ; for the mi- 
ſtreſs will be ſure toentertain him with _ 
mirth and careſſing, which will make 
the wife's frowns ſeem more intolerable, 
and ſuch wamen never fail to magnify 
all:Domeſtick Accidents. Theſe are - 
indeed the chicfeſt eſtrangers of Conju- 
gal Love,for Them the Gentlemen put 
on their beſt Countenances, and with 
them. they paſs their moſt pleaſant 
hours, the indignation is reſerved for 
the wife of the Boſom, who muſt have 
a ſhare in nothing but the Grievances, 
till at laſt they are partners in their 
wants ; which commonly attend ſuch 
courſes; fome few inſtances we have 
had of husbands who have been re- 
claimed by a wife's tenderneſs, _— 

| | the 
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the intrigue has gone too: far, but T 
think, none was ever hectored out of 
it; but I ſuppoſe the hen-peck'd Sparks, 
that are under ſuch CorreQion, dare 
not preſume to give ſuch offence. 
However, I am ſure, you are very 
much in the right only to tell him, with 
all imaginable Geatleneſs, your ſenti- 
ments-of the matter, and to pray to 
God to convert him : Some Gentle- 
men, are fo kind to their wives, asto 
indeavour to conceal their falſehood, 
which if they do, it is very indiſcreet 
for the Ladies to be ſo curious to en- 
Jun» into.it, and they are none of their 
riends that give them the information; 
he,that goes about to hide his Amour, 
ſhews either a ſ{enſeof ſhame,or regard 
to his Spouſe, and that may 1a time ' 
wean them from ſuch Company;it is a 
ſign at leaft he does not deſire togrieve 
her,which molt men eſteem their great 
Prerogative, and would looſe half their 
ſatisfaction in their inttigues, if the 
_ wife were nottormentedby it,tho there 
are thoſe that have ſtretched the ſtring 
till it has broke, and with ſuch treat- 
ment 1t- can only be an extraordinary 
Prin- 
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Prificiple, that keeps any woman from 
returrung the Compliment, to which 
- Pride and Revenge will' both incline 
her, for a Gallant's Admitation repairs 
the affront which a husband puts uport 
her Charms, by giving her place to ano- 
ther that is perhaps leſs handfom than 
her felf. This has been thought a plauſi- 
bleexcale by ſeveral women, that, upon 
their husbands runing aftray, have di- 
verted their Melancholly hours to the 
loſs of their henour ; and the continu- 
al diſcord of their houſe, nnleſs they 
agree (like a couple I have heard of y 
to aſhſt, rather than interrupt one ano- 
ther's harlotery, which is an agreement 
more ſcandalous and more dangerous 
thanany quarrel. But whatever 1 have 
' aid of mutual failings, I do not make 
any Compariſon in favour of my own 
Sex; for I know the wrong, is infinitely 
greater in the wife, as ſhe may bring; 
another Man's child to inherit an 
Eſtate, and the crime more deteſtable, 
Modeſty being the higheſt Ornamenr 
of Woman-kind, which makes their 
eaſtingit off a ſin both againit God and

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Nature, and rho it pratifies ſome of 
_ their paſſions, yet is fure to lead thertt 
into many ftrange Inconvetueticies here;
